Forces of Gen. Wu Pei Fu Driv-

of 127 American sailors. 23 marines 
and 6 officers from the United States 
cruiser Albany have reached Peking to 
guard American interests in the pres- 
ent civil war in 
China,

American legation guard at Peking 
which numbered about 400. 


Schurrnan has requested Admiral 


Straus, commander of the American 
Asiatic fleet, to send another gunboat 
to Tien Tsin to protect large Ameri- 
can interests there..

Pekiii — The battle for the posses- 


sion of Peking was still continuing 
today with the advantage apparently 
going to the forces of General Wu Pei 
Fu, driving toward the capital from 
tho south. 


Advices from the center of the fight- 


ing, 
12 miles southwest of the 
city 


were that Gen. Wu was forcing the 
soldiers of General Chang Tso 
Lin 


from Chang Sin Tien, and that the 
tide of battle was rolling eastward to- 
ward the Southern walls of Peking. 


Heavy gun fire broke out to^ tne 


east of Chang Sin Tien at 9 o'clock 
last night, continuing intermittently 
all night. 


ARTILLERY FIRE INCREASE 
Artillery firing in the sector south 


Of Peking became more intense to- 
ward midnight and a small part 
Of 


General Chang's army retreated to- 
ward the southwest walls of Peking. 
General Wu's forces appeared to be 
developing their flanking movement 
on Chang's right wing, while the lat- 
tcr's troops were defending the Mar- 
co Polo bridge across the Hun river 
commanding the approach to Peking. 


Observers reported that Chang had 


seven batteries of guns each firing 
'simultaneously with trenches over the 
hills along tho 
river 
six hundred 


yards apart. Gen. Wu has gont from 
Pao Ting Fu, his headquarters, to 
Liu Li Ho, to take charge of the drive 
on Peking. His forces arc using shrap- 
nel and machine guns. 


(Liu 
Li Ho is on the Peking-Han- 


kow railway, about 35 miles south of 
Peking and 20 miles south of Chang 
Sin Tien, on which General Chang's 
right wing rests.) 


Wu Pei Fu's army this afternoon 


had arrived at a point on the railroad 
between Poking and Tien Twin. 
The 


telegraph staff at the station at Feng 
Tai reported that soldiers were ap- 
proaching. Part of Wu Pic Fu's ar- 
my was reported marching across the 
country to attack Chang 
Tso Lin 


south of Toin Tsin. 


TRAFFIC IS BLOCKED 


General Chang is personally occu- 


pyink a special train at Chung Liang 
Cheg, midway 
between 
Tion Tsin 


and Taku. Traffic between Peking and 
the 
sea, 
consequently has been 


blocked. 


The Portuguese minister here, who 


is dean of the diplomatic, corps filed 
a protest asserting that it was a vio- 
lation of the ]!)01 protocol. He said 
unless the line was opened immedi- 
ately, the allies would be compelled to 
guard the railroad. The protocol pro 
vides for uninterrupted traffic between 
Peking and Shan Hai Kuan, which Is 
the Northeast terminus of the Great 
Wall.

Washington—Daylight saving 
will 


never be national during the adminis- 
tration of President Harding. 


Although conceding the advantages 


of getting up early in the morning Mr. 
Harding has taken the position that 
moving the hand of the clock forward 
is merely a deception during the sum- 
mer season and that the same ends 
can be accomplished by the use of an 
alarm clock. 


The chief executive has not been 


confronted with the necessity of sign- 
ing or vetoing a bill on the subject 
for the good reason that congress has 
not been able to agree on the matter 
and the agricultural 
interests 
are 


strong enough to prevent the passage 
of any such proposal as was adopted 
under the Wilson administration as a 
war measure. 
But Mr. Harding has 


had the matter up because various 
local organizations have 
suggested 


that it would be a fine thing to have 
tho government departments in the 
national capital put on a daylight sav- 
ing basis. 


NO EXECUTIVE ORDER 


This prompted the observation from 


Mr. Harding that he would not sign 
any executive order for the opening 
of the government departments on a 
daylight saving plan. 
If any of the 


department 
heads wanted to open 


his department an hour 
sooner, Mr. 


Harding sees no objection. 
That's 


entirely up to the cabinet officer. The 
president holds the view that if the 
people of a city want to save an hour 
they can get together and agree to 
get up an hour earlier and to have the 
banks open an hour sooner and 
to 


have their meals an hour ahead of 
time and have the theatres open at 
7:30 in the evening instead of S:30 and 
so on. 


Those who favor daylight 
saving 


and there's a considerable 
sentiment 


for it in congress answer the president 
by saying there is no chance of getting 
agreement on anything except by law 
and that all human conduct can only 
be regulated by law. 
It is admitted 


that there is conflict of interest espec- 
ially as between rural and city com- 
munities but the scheme of settling 
the question by local option has fail- 
ed. 
Not only have certain 
states 


failed to pass laws 
providing 
for 


statewide daylight saving because of 
the vigorous opposition of rural dis- 
tricts but when the question has been 
left to local decision, confusion has re- 
sulted. 


The president, however, does not 


dispute the advantages of an early 
starts but he insists that 
everybody 


.ought to change bis or her habits with 
the earlier sunrise instead of with 
the ands of to clock.

Mr. Dupont's mother, who is living

tank on the vehicle. The dirt is gath- 
ered and thrown into a scoop from 
which it is carried on an inclined con- 
veyor to the hopper. When the hop- 
per is filled the contents are deposited 
in the dumps. 
Besides picking up 


dust, the machine picks up large ar- 
ticles as broken bottles, brickbats and 
the like. The friction on the brushes 
is so strong that they last but nine 
to fourteen days, Mr. Weisgerber said. 
The point to be regretted about the 
machine, he said, is that it fails to 
pick up sediment that has been glued 
to the pavement. 
A flusher serves 


the purpose better, he said.

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CONSERVATION RECRUITS 


Part of the hope of forest renewal in 


this country lies in the fact that lumber- 
ing interests, ranchmen, paper manufac- 
turers and representatives of most of the 
•wood-using industries are now on the side 
of conservation and renewal. It may be 
true, as Theodore M. Knappen argues in 
an article on this subject in World's Work, 
that the wasteful exploitation of an ear- 
]ier day could not have been avoided. To 
pioneering Americans the great forests ap- 
peared as obstacles to the progress of ci- 
vilization, and the supply of usable tim- 
ber really did appear inexhaustible. 


Time has proved that natural resources 


are exhaustible, after all. and that their 
exhaustion, particularly in the case of the 
forests, is attended with more evils than 
the single one of failing supply. 
There 


are famines in certain desired woods, there 
are. prices for other woods still available 
six times as high as the prices of a few 
rears ago; there are man-made deserts and 
wilderness unfit for cultivation as farm 
land: there are Avrecked forest areas ex- 
posed to the erosion of wind and rain. 


All of these things have made the situa- 


tion so critical that the von,- groups for- 
merly advocating unchecked exploitation 
are now leading the slowly aroused pub- 
lic in changing conditions before it is quite 
too late. 
The attitude of many of theso 


groups is summed up by one man appear- 
ing before congress. 
"We realize that 


forests henceforth must be as perpetual as 
farms: that lumbering, if it endures at all. 
must be permanent and no lonsrer migra- 
tory: that it must sow as well as reap. 
"\Vc have reaped without planting the 
mightiest crop that natural bounty ever 
gave; now we must plant.'' 


Lumbering operations must be conduct- 


ed in the future by methods which injure 
a second crop of timber in a few years. 
Waste must be eliminated. 
New plant- 


ing must be consistently kept up. 
Above 


all. there must be fire protection. Col. 
\V. B. Greely. U. S. forester.saysthatwc 
still allow twice as much forest destruc- 
tion from fire as from lumbering. 
Stop 


the 25.000 annual forest fires, he asserts. 
and 75 per cent of our forests will come 
back naturally. 


Jf. in addition to adequate fin* protec- 


tion. Ihe habit of replanling continues to 
spread as it is now doing, the future of our 
forests and timber supply is safe. 
The 


national forestry service now has under 
ivay in Nebraska tbe largest afforestation 
policy ever undertaken. Pines are being 
planted on 5.000 acres of land, mostly 
sand hills. 
Nearly a billion trees have 


been planted in Nebraska .since Ihe state 
inaugurated Arbor Day in 1 872. In other 
states similar work is going on. And in 
the midst of all this forest renewal on a 
big scale, it is well to remember that th* 
1 


single 1ree out in one's own yard is a val- 
uable contribution to the whole program. 


MILITARY TRAINING FOR CIVILIANS 


Notwithstanding that wo ar^ r-omrrir- 


tcd to universal peace, it would bf impru- 
dent for us to neglect military training 
altogether. Until other peoples and <rov- 
crnments of the world arc far r-noush ad- 
vanced to keep the pr-acc and settle their 
misunderstandings by legal process, ^ve 
cannot afford to forget how to fight. 


It is true that the militarism which ex- 


isted in Europe prior to the recent war was 
not a preventive of trouble, but one of the 
principal incentives. 
Exaggerating the 


fighting spirit fosters a will for conquest. 
Oji the other hand, it is equally true that 
aeglcct of military needs is a real cause, of 
conflict. 
A nation that is weak and meek 


invites aggression.

llic height of national wisdom. 
OI!n of 


the best of arguments is that the training 


is unexcelled for discipline and physical 
iinptwement.

CONAN AND CALVIN 


A newspaper remarked the other clay 


that what the age needed was a little less 
Conan and a little more Calvin. What, it 
meant, obviously, was that we were get- 
ting too much of easy life and easy death, 
whereas what we needed was a little good, 
old-fashioned discipline and puritan back- 
bone.

I respect every 


naturali/ed citizen who really makes an ef- 
fort to merge with us. lie's a better citi- 
zen than I am. because he made his 
choice.'1 


Everybody who knows IMr. Marshall's 


temperament knows that he would be pa- 
ticin and persuasive. 
He -\vould much 


rather melt the hardest lump than jerk it 
out of the pot. 
He would prefer to be 


kindly than .stern. 
His meaning is that 


every foreigner .should desire and try to 
learn the common language of this na- 
tion and absorb American ideals. 


Americanization really is a necessity. 


We have the right to expect that for- 
eigners who settle in this country should 
make honest efforts to be thoroughly 
American. 
To lie an .American means 


that they must relinquish foreign ideals 
and adopt ours instead. Foreigners are 
often impelled by circumstances to live 
among persons of their own race when 
:h'-y nr*t arrive. 
Until they learn Eng- 


lish they must get along in their own 
tor.srip. But the danger is that many are. 
inclined to continue to live in colonies and 


hi">,rl fast to alien misconceptions of liber- 
ty and government. 
It is the leaders of 


thefe oolonK-s or settlements who must see 
that newcomers are Americanized. Too 
many of them 
imagine, unfortunately, 


that they would lose their power, business 
or following if they Americanized the peo- 


ple. 
The fact is. on the contrary, that 


they will lose whatever influence they 
have if they fail to encourage American- 
ization.

THE SMOKING WOMAN 


Such wholesome prejudice as still exists against 


the tango, the shimmy, jazz music and offensively 
immodest dressing rests upon the fact that those 
are weaknesses picked out of the gutter and adopt- 
ed by young women who lack brains and old fash- 
ioned home training. 


Fifteen or 20 years ago we learned to recognize 


as a type the woman who wore bobbed hair and 
.smoked cigarets. 
She was the advance model for 


the present fashion. We found her in jail or in the 
charity ward of the hospital. She wasn't there be- 
cause she had bobbed her hair or contracted the cig- 
aret habit, but jail and the free surgical wards were 
just the natural places for her to complete her 
education. 


That was 15 or 20 years ago. 
"When a college woman, the dean or head martinet 


or main squeeze or noble grand exemplar 
of 
a 


school for young women, comes out boldly—yes, 
boldly is the word for it—in favor of cigaret smok- 
ing for college girls, that ought to give sane parents 
pause. 


As I have often observed, the boy who acquires 


the cigaret habit is generally untrustworthy, flop- 
pish, perhaps, but never neatTibout his work—if he 
does any work—or about himself and his environ- 
ment. He is a notorious time waster and for that 
reason employers discriminate against him. 
He is 


quite likely to be a cheater. As a moral hazard he 
ranks low. 
In mentioning tbese things I want to 


make it clear that I do not believe the average man 
is injured by moderate smoking, and by moderate 
smoking I mean a smoke or two after the day's 
work is over, never in the course of the day's work. 
So I am not prejudiced against tobacco; I am simply- 
presenting the views I get as an inside observer in 
my capacity as confidential adviser of thousands of 
boys. 


As a health expert and adviser I have also re- 


ceived the confidences of thousands of young wom- 
en. And whatever charity I may have had at one 
time for the cigaret as affected by the feminine sex, 
I say now that the girl or woman who cultivates 
the cigaret habit is quite as untrustworthy as is the 
youth who smokes. Not because she smokes; not 
because of any terrible degenerative effect of to- 
bacco; but because some inherent defect in her edu- 
•ation or character leads her along this road. 


Can any one imagine a thoroly wholesome, admir- 


able, womanly woman with tho cigaret habit?

ment, mixed, it is true, with a certain 
wilfulness, exclaimed loudly: 'Isn't the 
Emperor coming yet?' 


"Bismark certainly would not have 


said of him, as he said of his great 
uncle, that he was almost too serious 
for his age. 
On the 
contrary, he 


:eemed and looked much younger than 
lie really was. 
He was not of a par- 


ticularly Austrian type, the blue eyes 
and the shape of the head and the 
rather high cheek bones came from his 
mother's side, from the royal house of 
Saxony.

producers who are now 
mobilizing 


their forces to fight the bill providing 
for state censorship of the stage when 
it comes up before the legislature at 
Albany. 
In their frantic efforts to 


avert such a calamity, they have hit 
upon a' novel idea. 
They will con- 


sent, they assert, to have all produc- 
tions against which complaints are 
made tried by a public jury. 


According to this plan, the city au- 


thorities would draw from a panel of 
300 names a jury of 12 representative 
citizens to consider the character of 
the production under attack. If this 
jury, after studying the show, should 
report against it, then by a, previous 
binding contract all interests concern- 
ed-including the manager, playwright 
and actors—would be compelled either 
to remodel the objectionable parts or 
promptly to withdraw the play. .If 
on tho other hand, the jury failed to 
support the compaints, the play would 
be allowed to continue. 


In other words, by 
this 
unique 


scheme, the producers hope to 
be 


able to make the public.the arbiter in 
tho matter of questionable shows in- 
stead of a prejudiced state board of 
censorship, probably chosen by tho 
very reform organization responsible 
for its creation. 


"There is no board imaginable," de- 


clares one opponent to 
censorship, 


"which will not be personal in 
its 


judgments, and to that extent capri- 
cious and tyrannical. 
There is no 


board imaginable which will no do 
more harm than good.. -If the board is 
radical, the range of drama is 
as 


sure to be narrowed to suit 
radical 


preference and purpose as it must be 
narrowcrd to suit the conservatives if 
the conservatives should 
dominate. 


The state, in other words, cannot pos- 
sibly employ censorship without 
to 


that extent 
entrenching 
personal 


government. 
That is the evil 
of 


of censorship, which is a deliberate 
accentuation of the most dangerous 
element in public control." 
' 


Even by tho jury system, a play's 


fate fould be determined by the per- 


sonal prejudices of 12 jurors, but at 
least the jury would not always be the 
same. The producers would have the 
benefit of a variety of opinion, since 
that which seems indecent to 
some 


people appears innocuous to others. 


The great difficulty, of course, is 


in getting the reformers to abandon 
their will-to-power activities and 
to 


agree to the plan. 
To those <vho re- 


cently witnessed the brave but futile 
efforts of the movie producers to pre- 
vent censorship in this state, this dif- 
ficulty would appear insurmountable, 
hut the theatrical producers evidently 
do not intend to submit without 
a 


fight. 
So far, however, their cam- 


paign has been more subtle than of- 
fensive, their object apparently being 
to conciliate rather than to antagon- 
ize the censorship advocates. 
Thus, 


it is noticeable that the theater and 
the pulpit have recently become very 
friendly. 
Minister* of the Gospel arc 


now admitted to new plays on tho 
some footing with celebrated dramatic: 
critics: prominent actresses 
invite 


them to tea, and theaters havo been 
offered to them for the holding of re- 
'ligious services. 


It all started with the recent do- 


bate in a Baptist church between Wil- 
liam A. Brady and Dr. John 
Roach 


Straton, who is the leader 
of 
tho 


movement for stage censorship. On 
this occasion Dr. Straton indicted the 
modern theater "first of all because ot 
the harm its does to the girls and 
women upon tho stage itself, and sec- 
ondly, because the theatrical manag 
ers are capitalizing womanly modcstj 
and making merchandise of these fe 
male graces and charms that God has 
designed for holy purposes. 


In reply, Mr. Brady contended that 


Dr. Straton had failed to produce a 
single fact. 
"Why doesn't ho pick 


out conditions in society or in the de- 
partment store, or any other 
placVS 


where men and women are thrown tq- 
gethor and tell some of Ihe rottenness 
that exists there?" ho 
asked. 
"I 


shall take pleasure in picking 
out 


some of the horibic crimes perpetrated 
by ministers of the Gospel and make 
them public at the next debate.
